We've come a long way . . . 
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Goshen first started out as a small 
farming town like many other com- 
munities in this area. But as we all 
know today, Goshen has grown to 
be a very populous city. These pic- 
tures are accounts of Goshen's 
growth throughout the years. This 
photo was taken of one of Goshen's 
first high schools. It was built in the 
fall of 1856 on a property on 6th 
street and started out as a four 
roomed, brick structure with costs 
of $1 1 ,000 without furnishings. Later 
on, the school building location 
changed to accomodate the growing 
population.

Because of Goshen's growing popu- 
lation, this next school was built in 
1904 on Fifth and Jefferson. But by 
1920, this building was considered 
too small and new land was pur- 
chased on Lincolnway East to build 
a new high school. This building 
soon became the Junior High School, 
then the Community Schools' Ad- 
ministration, and later it was bought 
by the City of Goshen to be used as 
the Municiple Building Annex. As 
you can see, this building has had a 
lot of wear, but it is still standing on 
Fifth Street as a symbol of an older 
and smaller GHS.

This picture was taken in 1930 of 
our current high scool on 
Lincolnway East. Dedicated in 
1923, the total cost of this school 
was $400,000 including a gymna- 
sium capable of seating 1000. 
Landscaping consisted of 350 trees 
and 4,000 shrubs. The Whiteman 
Junior High was added to the 
south side of the high school, and 
the current construction will bring 
out a new look to the 75 year - old 
building we know as Goshen High 
School.

Change has never been so expected for GHS students as it is today. Not only is the building itself seeking a higher level of being, but now a program 
has been adopted to improve or encourage better academic attitudes and attendance. This program is called Renaissance. 
Renaissance is a national program which suggests that schools should reward students in immediate, visible, and tangible ways for academic excellence 
and improvement, as well as good attendance and attitudes. It involves all students and staff members at Goshen High School and works in this manner: 
the Big Red Awards have already begun to be given out for various good things students have done, and Papa John's Pizzas are the next thing to be given 

out. Each week 20 to 25 Renaissance students will have their name drawn 
and will receive a large pizza for perfect attendance. A Renaissance student 
is any student with no detentions. Saturday schools, or suspensions and who 
has a GPA of 3.0 or higher. However, any student without disciplinary 
problems and an improvement of at least .5 on their GPA will also qualify. 
Other rewards are in the works, such as Renaissance cards (that give 
discounts at local businesses and possibly hallway passage), honor roll 
breakfasts, and a teacher appreciation program: however, those won't start 
until at least after the first nine weeks. 

While it has already been established that Renaissance will be a part of life 
at GHS. students are encouraged to voice their opinions. A steering 
committee is in the process of being formed. Presently it includes James 
Kirkton, Dana Mehl, Sue Neeb and Don Ogle. GHS Publications created all 
of the printed materials. The committee will also consist of students, parents 
and possibly other teachers and community members, but is not fully 
developed. Any student wanting to become involved should contact one of 
the adults listed above. Anyone willing to be a positive part of the group is 
invited to join. 

While Renaissance will happen regardless of student feedback, committee 
members think that the reaction will be positive. The program doesn't 
exclude anyone wanting to be included, and students are given more than just 
a pat on their backs for positive actions. "This is a very positive program that 
supports and encourages students in a variety of ways," Neeb stated.
